Neither did Aaron B u rr have such collateral p olitica l 
assets as, for example, the Tiring and p ro m o tin g a u th o rity 
over all the commissioned officers in an a rm y til u p w a rd , 
o f three and a half million. 
Bu rr gave the infant natio n q u ite a scare, and for* ed 
the people to hastily amend the ir ( oust tut ton to prevent 
the same situation ever arising again.

good considering the small war chest he had.
